Fort Worth. Tex.. April 21.—J. B. 
Miller, one of the quartette lynch­ 
ed at Ada. Okla.. last Monday was 
born in Van Buren county. Arkansas, 
and when I year old his family re­ 
moved to R o »er*son county, where 
later his father and mother died. He 
remained in Robertson county until 
he was almost grown and then went 
to live in Coryell county 
Eighteen 
years ago he was married in Mc- 
Culloeh county to- Miss Sallie Clem­ 
ents, daughter of one of the largest 
and I vest known! cow and horseman 
of Texas in that day. 
Miller was known all over Texas 
and Oklahoma as a dangerous man 
id a quarrel and a quick sure shot, 
at least seven men having died by 
his hand. 
Thirty five years ago when Miller 
was but IS years old, his grand-fath- 
er and grand-aiother were found mur­ 
dered in their home at Evant, a little 
town in Coryell county. Miller was 
arrested and charged with the crime 
but was never tried. Later, it is re­ 
ported, he killed a Mexican near thf 
southern border and rescued a whit*1 
boy who had been kidnapped ivy a 
wandering Mexican hand.

The bay steamer skirted along the 


eastern shore of Mobile Bay, passing 
the newly established "rifle range" 
tafrlow 'Daphne, Ala.

to file abreast, rising tJh'eir rifles to 
their -sibou'lders as they march toward 
the water and sboot at th* target 
.placed out into the water to -drill 
them-, to train fch'em, in expert aim 
and markesmansteip—'and for what? 
To shoot men! 


When *he steamer reached the city 


wharf of Mobile, one hundred and 
fifty! select men from the State mili- 
tia companies all over Alabama, ac- 
coutered in their ibrown uniforms, 
leggins, sombrero (hats, with their 
hoversaeks 
'straptped! across .their 


•backs, 'their 
<g<uai» "at rest," were 


awaiting the arrival of (the 'boat to 
hoard her ami steaim [back across1 the 
bay to "the rifle range. They stood 
apart for the arrived passengers to 
pass through their line and hurry on 
to their devious ways. 
Their faces 


were eager and intent upon their 
mission, and their pivnpose—to become 
sure jnarksmen! Sure marksmen! 
And what jneaneth that? To shoot 
men, to take away their life, to hurl 
themi into eternity in anlnnus, in en- 
mity; to win plaudits of honor and 
earthly glory and conquest. 


My 'thoughts flew backwards over 


the centures to "a mount*'upon which 
the greatest Teacher the world has 
ever known tsmgat men to lave men, 
not shoot them. He yielded up his 
life voluntarily to teach. It, prove it, 
stamp it*upon the heart of the whole 
world. 


To ed-ucate, to train men, to 'become 


expert in their aims at m-en's hearts, 
to slay them, is the world's way; to 
iteach, to train men, to aim at human 
hearts with the rifle of love, not the 
wearpon 'of death, is Christ's way. 
The 'Sunday school is the West Point 
or Annapolis, and bhe Bihle th« cur- 


riculum: to train the young; it is the 
"rifle -range'* to drill them in 'the 
niarksiaians'hip to resist the fiery darts 
of the \wicked- one.'' 


To shoot men Is of 'Satan, to love 


them is oT God. To ahoot 'men brings 
death and sorrow, to love them brings 
.uplift and- .life eternal. And yet how 
readily men and 'boys take to .the rifle 
range which teaches men to shoot 
men, and how averse' they are in 
patronizing the Sunday school, that 
rifle ranige of love, which Is teaching 
•men to 'love men. 


That night in Gethsema-ne, when the 


murderous rabble closed, in. around 
Jesus, the Prince of Peace, to lay 
hands on him 'because he had taught 
tr\rth and. T.ighteousaess, he said: "My 
'kingdom is not of this world; if my 
•kingdom was of this world then my 
•disciples would fi'ght." He drew the 
sharp line against contention and 
strife as not of his -kingdom. 


How easy $t -is to teach 'men to 


shoot men, but on-ly the Holy Spirit 
can teach men to love men, for love 
ia of God—uot of men. 


To s>hool men is man's natural bent, 


for human nature is contentious and 
full of bickerings and strife; but to 
love iinen costs a price. It cost God 
the gift of his Son 'to implant divine 
love into human hearts, and it cost 
Jesus his life on the cruel cross to 
draw sbfi'ful hearts by the cords of 
ilove unto life eternal. 


What a 'mission, what a benedict- 


ion in the Sunday school which tries 
to lay hold of the younig in, their 
growlng-up years to teach men to 
love men, not to shoot men!
